The-top part 
of the bridge has been chained ‘to ‘the 
piles so it is considered safe. It is 
fortunate the new bridge was built 
last summer for the old one would not 
have stood the flood.

At present most of the Indians are 
away on the spring hunt. They will 
probably return ine time for planting en 
anc) seeding. 


The country in and around the re- 
serve is rolling and wel! wooded, and 
very vich, being a black mould with 
clay sub-sol. There are plenty of 
lakes large and small, well stocked 
with fish. It is a magnificent coun- 
try to look at, none of your dull 
monotonous prairie regions, but 
most diversified scenery. Ii is espe- 
cia'ly adapted to mixed farming and 
stovk raising. Hay in aimost any rea- 
sonable quantities can be cut on the 
various sloughs and bottom lands. Lots 
of timber for building right at hand, 
aad coal seams 6 to & feet thick near 
by. Intending settlers, active, in- 
dustrious, and of correct habits, will 
bs made heariily welcome. The land 
has not been surveyed yet, but we un- 
derstand it is to be done this summer. 
In the meantime would-be settlers can 
select and make some improvements 
and secure squatter’s claims. 


The new through line of raijroad up 
the Saskatchewan vailey to the Yel- 
lowhead pass wili almost certainly 
pass close to the lake. The White 
Whele lake is a most beautiful one, 
12 or 15 miles Jong and: 2 to 4 miles 
wide, and the shores are fairly high, 
and certainly very beautiful. Some 
Gay I expect to see a town on ‘the 
north shore. It . wiil be far enough 
from Edmonton—40 miles—not to in- 
terfere with its growth.

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THE EDMONTON ROUTE. 

Just about a year ago, ail the pap- 
ers of the Pacific coast, both in Canada 
ard the States. and many of the fpap- 
ers of Eastern Canada, were devoting 
miles of scare headjines and shedding 
barrels of crocodile tears over the al- 
leged hardships of prospectors on the 
eo<alied Edmonton route to the Klon- 
dike. They slew these unfortunates in 
thousands, left their bodies scattered 
over hilis and valleys, subjected them 
to all manner of torture and misfor- 
tune and brought out the survivors 
as the reinnants of a skeleton army. 
They aconized and anathematized, 
they spoke of death traiis and death 
traps, they exhausted the language in 
trying to discredit Canadian expiora- 
tion of the interior zold fields ct the 
Yukon. Amongst the papers which so 
distinguished themselves were our 
old iriends the Toronto “Globe” and 
Manitoba “Free Press.” 


During th> pist winter there broke 
out in Dawson City what was called 
the Cape Nome excitement, and during 
the winter hundreds of prospectors, 
left Dawson to trarei from between 
fifteen hundred and 
miles down the Yukon river, chiefly 
within the Arctic Circle, finally coast- 


ing along the Northern Ocean for 
several hundred. miles, to reach the 
pew diggings. But no tears were 


ehed over this movement of prospect- 
OvS, NO exaggeration of the hardships 
su‘fsred by them appeared in our pa- 
triotic Canadian papers, either East- 
ern or Western. These ‘prospectors 
were hardy men who were entitled to 
every ccedit for their enterprise. No 
teams were shed over failures, when 
they occurred—and they did »ccur. 
No ghastly headlines appeared in the 
€anadian or American papers,’ in re- 
gard°to those failures, and to-day, 
there is a populous and flourishing 
mining camp at-Cap2 Nome in United 
States territory, over a {housand miles 
from the Canadian boundary,. while 
the upper waters of the Yukon, which 
o<fered just as zool or better oppor- 
tunitics for prospecting and develop- 
ment, which were far more easily ac- 
cessible from Canadian territory, are 
unknown and deserted, and Dawson it- 
seli is to some extent depopulated. 
Can our Canadian Papers now see how 
they have beeu played for suckers by 
their more enterprising and capable 
contemporaries of ithe Pacific Coast, 
and particuiariy of those south of the 
line. When the rush was likely to 
develop Canadian mines and Canadian 


trade these papers concentrated alj 
their ability in discrediting it, and 
were assisted by Canadian papers 


who did not know, or did not care for; 
what constituted the basis of develop- 
ment.and success of their own country. 
These Yankee papers have succeeded 
in shifting the centre of attraction 
from Canada to the States. They have 
succeeded in shifting millions of dol- 
lars worth of trade and develcpment 
from Dawson and vicinity. to Nome. 
They have succeeded in inducing thou- 
sands of prospectors who might have 
been exploring Canadian territory to 
transfer their energy and enterprise 
to United Siates iecritory, with the 
result of very large profit tv the 
interests represented by these papers 
and with corresponding loss to the 
interests represented by the Cana- 
dian papers who were howling se loud- 
ly against the Edmonton death trail, 
a year ago. 

The so-called Edmonton trail, that 
is the interior Canadian reutes to the 
headwaters of the different branches 
of the Yukon were not so long, hnd 
not so difficult, nor was the climate so 
inclement as the route lying ket ween 
Dawson and Cape Nome. There was 
nothing impracticable about the tra- 
veiling of these routes, nor were their 
difficulties to be compared with those 
which beset the men Starting from 
Dawson for Cape Nome, during the 
past winter. It is oniy by the efforis 
of prospectors that a mining country 
is developed and Canada with the 
greatest area of mineralized territory 
in the world could not have too many 
par aes of prospectors passing through 
that territory and looking for zold in 
it. All could not achieve success, the 
majority could not achieve success, 
only a small minority in any gold 
mining rush can possibly ach ve suc- 
cess. But success can only be achiev- 
ed by effort. Without effort and 
risk there can be no success; and in so 
far as effort was discouraged by the 
public press of Canada, so far Canada 
has suffered industrially and commer- 
tially,—suffered to the tune of mil- 
lions. The “Bulletin” always advocat- 
ed an all-Canadian route io the Yu- 
koh. It never indicated that there 
was a highway Stretching from Ed- 
monton to the headwaters of that riv- 
er; but it took the ground that the 
country was practicable and that a 
highway could be made. All its ef- 
forts were directed towards securing 
the corstruction of such a highway 
so that the travel of prospectors 
should be through our own country,

LETTERS FROM THE SCENE OF WAR. 

To the kindness of Mr. M. Groait Are 
are indebted for the privilege of re- 
producing items from two letters re- 
ceived by ‘him from his son, Forbes, of 
the Mounted Rifles. 

One letter is dated Cape Town, Mar. 
6th. Mr. Groat gives the popzJation 
of that city as 65,000, and describes the 
season, as fine, flowers blooming and 


fruit ripe. The Rifles were 30 days 
on Ship-board. The ship encountered 
a storm in crossipg the Gulf stream, 
which with the assistance of the sea- 
sickness from which most of the men 
were suffering, made things very un- 
womfortable. For three dzys the hat- 
ches were closed down and the waves 
washed over the deck ai their plea- 
smwre. The most of the boys lay and 
wished they were dead during the 
time. It was during ibis storm that 
most of the losses among fhe horses 
occurred. Only 9 berses were lost on 
ths voyage, however, which broke the 
record. At the Cape the boys were 
employed transferring Boer prison- 
ers under cover of darkness from the 
trains to the ships. Troops from the 
front were arriving every day and 
being sent home on furlough. Many 
of them were wounded and many dis- 
abled, Some were glad to go home, 
but some wanted to be sent back to 
the froat. The better riders of the 
party (Mr. Great included) were en- 
gaged during all spare time in break- 
ing horses. A large number of wild 
ones from South America were the 
piincipal source of interest. The boys 
expected to be sent up country in & 
couple of days. 

The other fetter was from Victoria 
West. written on March ith. The 
troop was there dojng guard over 
ths city, all ithe Dutch in the neizhbor- 
hood being in a rebellious disposition. 
The men slept with their arms on. 
There were onty 40 men for the task 
and as the number required for guard 
and picket duty was considerable many 
went several days without takiug off 
boots or ciothes. Besides the guard 
over the city, patrols scoured the coun- 
try at night picking up suspected per- 
soas. The Boer signal fires on the 
foothills could be seen nightly and 
thsir spies were prowling. about con- 
tinually. In a skirmish the preced- 
ing day a few miles out of town, 13 
mon were wounded. A force of 2,000 
Bozrs who were being driven south- 
ward by the British were expected 
at any time. It was so hot at 
the time of writing that, in the dis- 
trict in which they were, the ground 
was red as if burned. The grass was 
utterly useless and when on trips the 
horses simply got nothing to eat ex- 
ccopt what was carried with the troop. 
fhe men on these trips subsisted on 
hardtack and co!d tea or water—which 
was far from coid, owing to the heat’ of 
the sun. Mr, Groat remarks the odd- 
ity of attending church parade with 
10) rounds of ammunition in the Delt 
anda rifle in one’s bands. They. were 
enramped on a flat plain surrounded 
by high hills) The English people 
scattered about the villages often wept 
with joy at sight of the British troops. 
The Kaffirs, too, were glad to see 
them. The English residents had 
bsen expecting to be captured by the 
Poars for months.

Repatriated invalids, *288 officers and 
4,934 men. Total, 15,365; exclusive of 
the sick and weinded new in hospitals. 
To the war office return of casualties 
must be added the losses of the last 
week and the wounded, aggregating 
about 10,000 men, making a grand{ tot- 
al Gf upwards of 23,009 officers and 
men put out of action. i

Thi wor o five on thy 17th publi-hed 
a despatch from Lord Roberts, dated - 
Feb. 18, submitting Gen. Buller’s des- 
patebes, describing the Spion Kop and 
other operations from Jan. 17 to Jan. 
24. Lord Roberts deals severely with 
Gen. Warren und some others. Even 


Generai Buller doss_ not escape. Lord 
Roberts complains that the plan of 
operations is not clearly described in 
the despatches After sxetching Gen. 
Buller’s intertions, as sommunicated 
to Sir Chas. Warren, who commanded 
the whole foree, Lord Roberts points 
out that Gen. Warren seems to have 
concluded, after consu!tation with his 
ofivers, that the flanking movement 
erdered by General Buller was im- 
practicable and therefore so changed 
the plan of advance as to necessitate 
the capture and retention of Spion 
Kop. “As Warren considered it im- 
possible to make the wide flanking 
movement which was recommended, if 
not actually prescribed in the secret 
instructions,he should, forthwith,have 
fequainted General Bulier with the 
eourss he proposed to adopt. There is 
nothing to show whether he did{‘so or 
not. But it is only fair to General 
Warren to point out that General Bul- 
ler appears throughout to have been 
aware ot what was happening. 
“Regarding the withdrawal from 
Spion Kep, the retention of which had 
become essential to the relief of Lady- 
smith, Lord Robaris says: “I regret 
to be unable to concur with Buller in 
thinking Thorneycro‘t exercised wise 
discretion in ordering the troops to 
retire. I am of the tpinion that Thor- 
neycroft’s assumption of ihe responsi- 
bility and authority was wholly inex- 
susable. During the night the enemy’s 
fire could not have been formidable 
and it would not have taken more than 
two or three hours for Thorneycroft 
to communicate by messenger with 
Major-Generals Coke or Warren. 
Up to 9.30 p. m. the ideafo? withdrawal 
had = noi been entertained. Yet, 
aimost immediately Coke's 
departure, lhorneycroft issued the 
order. vithout reference to the 
superior authority, which upset 
tne whole plau of operations, and ren- 
dered wuuravailing the sacrifices al- 
ready wade to carry it into effect. On 
ws other hand, it is only rizht (oc 
s‘ate that Thorneycroft appears to 
have behaved iff a very galiant manner 
throughout the day. General 
Buller’s report. commenting on 
Gen. Warren’s reports of the cap- 
ture and evacuation of Spion Kop, af- 
ter disputing the correctness of some 
o: Warren’s asseriins and describinz 
the dangerous situation occupied by 
Warren’s forces, tells how he saw the 
ions: at Spion Kop had, given way ‘ve- 
fore Warren knew of it. Builer there- 
fore telegraphed to Warren: “Unle:s 
you put a really good. bard fighting 
man in command on typ, you will lo-2 
the hill. I suggest Thorneycrofi.” 
Gen. Bulier continues: “I have. not 
though it necessary to order an inves- 
tigation. If at sundown the defences 
of the summit had been taken infhand. 
entrenchments jaid out and the dead 
and wounded removed the whole place 
would have been brought under regu- 
lar military commands and _ the hills 
would have been heid, If am sure. But 
moO arrangements were 
kappears to have keen ordered away 
just @s his would have been useful and 
no one succeeded him. Those on top 
were ignorant of the fact that the 
guns were coming up and generally 
there was a want of organization and 
system that acted most unfavorably, 
on the defence.” Roberts, ; 
criticized Warren for not visilinz 
‘Spion Kop personally,zndfurther sta:- 
ed that he believed Bulier was justi i- 
ed in statins his conviction that tbkere

made. Coke 


was a want cf organization and Sy- 
stem, which acted most unfavorably 
on the defenze.” Further, he stated: 
“The attempt to relieve Ladysmith 


was well devised, and [I agree with 
Buller in thinking ii ought to have 
succeeded. That it failed may in 
some measure have been due to the 
difficuities of the ground, and ihe com- 
Manding positions held by the enemy, 
and probably also to errors of jud::- 
ment and want of administrative ca 
pacity op the part of Warren. 
Whatever fauits Warren may have 
committed. the failure must also be 
attributec to the disinclination of the 
o:ficety in supreme command to assert 
his authority, and see that what he 
thought best was done, and also tc 
the unwarrantable and neediess as- 
sumption of responsibility 
ordinate officer.” The despatch con- 
cludes: “The gtatifying fsature of- 
these despatches is the admirable he- 
havior of the troops throughout the 
aperation.”

tant arrests. Violent storms of rain 
have somewhat interfered with ithe 
nuznch of these columns, but it is hoped 
that they will soon be able to make 
Their more decidedly felt. 
Gen. reports from MKenhart 
on April 14, that .200 Transvaalerg 
made a determined attack the pre- 
vious day on Dopaspoort, held by a 
Orpen’s Horse. Our losses 
were two killed and one wounded The 
enemy's losses must have been heavy, 
as they applied to us for doctors and 
an ambulance.”
